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Wadsworth Asks for 


Attorney Opinion 


Councilman William Wadsworth has 
asked for and received an opinion from 
the City attorney regarding the legality of 
amove made by City Council a few weeks 
ago.

Asked if it was his idea or someone 
else s to getthe attorney opinion, he said, 
“It was my idea. | understand there are 
those who think someone else had a hand 
in it, but it was my idea alone and I'm not 
sorry for it.”

Wadsworth said that development is 
good, and it is important to the City, but 
that Council must learn to consider the 
feelings and needs ofthe citizens involved 
insuchamove, especially those citizens 
living in the area involved. “They are the 
ones who elect us and put us in office to 
do things that are right for them, and 
sometimes that doesn't always happen, ’ 
said Wadsworth. 


Asked what he thought Flynn would 
do now that he has obtained the rezoning, 
Wadsworth said, “He will continue to 
build, but he had better do it right or else | 
cannot support any further development 
by Flynn.” 


When it had been mentioned to Wads- 
worth that there could be legal problems 
over the Council's decision, he said there 
are steps the Council can take to cover 
its actions legally, and that he would ask 
the attorney to advise the Council mem- 
bers to do it properly.

Q. Maya 16-year-old get married 
without the parents’ consent? 

A. Anyone 18 years of age or older 
may marry without consent. Every person 
who becomes 16 years of age but is less 
than 18 years of age may get married with 
the written consent of one of the parents 
of the person or the person’s legal guard- 
ian. As proof of age, the party to be mar- 
ried, when requested by the county clerk, 
shall submit a birth certificate or other 


proof of age. When it appears to the clerk © 


that the applicant has not reached 18 
years of age, the county clerk will require 
that the consent of at least one parent for 
each applicant under 18 be produced. 
The consentis to be given personally be- 
fore the county clerk or before a notary 
public. 

Q. Whenmayaminor be charged 
as an adult in a criminal proceeding? 

A. Where achild over the age of 15 
is charged with a felony, the judge of 
probate, after investigation and examina- 
tion, and upon motion of the prosecuting 
attorney, may waive jurisdiction to a court 
having general criminal jurisdiction.

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Samuel Tobyne

Ever wonder who was the first person 
to purchase land in Romulus and reside 
here with his family? Well, wonder no 
~ more, his name’s Samuel Tobyne. In the 
year 1826 Samuel Tobyne purchased 82 
acres from the United States government 
for the sum of $1.25 per acre. According 
to the 1827 Michigan Territorial Census 
Samuel Tobyne settled here with his 
wife, Sally, and five daughters. At this 
time many persons from out east would 
purchase land from the United States 
government but never intend to settle 
there. They bought simply for specula- 
tion. Samuel Tobyne purchased land and 
brought his family to Romulus to live. 

According to the Federal Census of 
1830 Tobyne, his wife and four daughters 
still resided in Romulus. The daughters 
listed here are one less than those in the 
1827 census. It can be assumed that she 
either died or left the household. 

Not a lot is known of Mr. Tobyne but 
we do have records of him serving as 
Romulus Highway Commissioner from 
April 1835 through March of 1837. The 
same records show that a road was nam- 
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ed after him in 1836, Tobyne Road. Today 
part of that road still bears his name, but it 
is misspelled ‘Tobine.’ 

Tobyne Road historically began atthe 
northeast corner of the township and ran 
diagonally across to Pullen's Corners. 
From there it ran southwest to the Huron 
River. Ithas been said that previous to the 
coming of the settlers it was an old Indian 
trail. At the northeast end was Samuel 
Tobyne’s property, in the middle was the 
settlement of people, including a church 
and town hall. At the southwest corner 
was Mt. Pleasant, a village that was plat- 
ted in 1834. This road seemed to be a 
much-traveled path. 

Samuel Tobyne removed from this 
area to the State of Illinois before 1840. In 
May of 1982 the Romulus Historical 
Society and the City of Romulus desig- 
nated Tobyne’s homestead site as a local 
historical site. A marker stands as a re- 
minder that Samuel Tobyne first settled 
Romulus in 1827. The site is presently 
known as Rush's Flowers, located on the 
corner of Henry Ruff and Van Born Road 
in Romulus.
